American Union and the Atlantic tnd 
Pacific Telegraph Companies will, by 
he present arrangement, disappear en- 
irely as tbe oontroline agents, although 
the stockholders may maintain separate 
organizations as has been done by tbe 
united 'roads and cotl companies of 
^etr Jersey since the lease to tbe Penn- 
sylvania Central of the stock both of 
the present and on the new Western 
[Jnion. 
So far as the control of the 


>oard is concerned it is in a few hands, 
and the present board, 'even should no 
new one be chosen until November, will 
>robafaly act in the interest of those 
fho control the consolidation. Gen. 
Thomas T. Eokert will be the first Vice 
President and General Manager of the 
combined companies. The amount of 
stock has been fixed at $80.000,000, 
and the pro-rata division ot the stock 
between the three has not yet been cor- 
rectly published. The Western Union 
bas been quoted as receiving much more 
than will come tu itai its natural share 
The division will be as follows, it is un- 
derstood : Tbe Western Union 37,800 
shares, the Atlantic and Pacific 15,850 
shares. But as the Western Union al- 
ready holds half of the $15,000,000 of 
the Atlantic and Pacific stock, the for- 
mer will really have, tt a pro-rata valu- 
ation, about 45,720 shares .of the joint 
stock, instead of 53,000, 'as slated 
week ago.
